To the Citizens of Richmond: 


The Board of Education of the Town of Richmond. 
present to the Citizens, the following report of the Schools 
for the year ending March Ist, 1890. 

This closes the fourth year under the new law. It has 
been the aim of your committee to employ good teachers, 
and to superintend the schools, so as to give each pupil equal 
advantages, which is one improvement over the old law. W 
regret that there are so many who have not improved the 
opportunity. 

The past year we have given 25 weeks schooling to each 
school, except No. 6, which has had but 23; as the teacher 
did not wish to keep longer, and as it seems the unnecessary 
amount of irregular attendance which had somewhat lessened 
the interest in the school, we coincided with her wishes. 

The first term in No. 2, was somewhat broken up by a so- 
called epidemic, but the decision of prominent physicians 
was, that there was nothing contagious. 

STATISTICAL. 

We find <nrolled in the several School Registers 104 dif- 
ferent pupils. Besides these, two of Burton W. Goodnow’s 
children have beep schooled in Troy, at an expense of $26.12. 


and one each in Warwick and Royzlston, Mass. 

The average number belonging, 72. This number is some- 
what small owing to the amount of non-membership. The 
average daily attendance. 67; number of visits by the Board 
of Education, 57; number of visits by citizens and others, 
383: number of dismissals, 24; number of instances of tar- 
diness, 92; number of half-day absences. exclusive of non- 
membership absences, 1263 ; occurring in the several schools 
as follows: No. 2 had 287; No. 3 had 229; No. 5 had 72; 
No. 6 had 366; No. 7 had 36; No. 9 had 69; and No. 
18, had 204. 

IRREGULAR ATTENDANCE. 

The irregular attendance in some of the schools have been 
a barrier to their interest and progress. Every year, more 
or less of it occurs. In many vases it seems there is a lack 
of interest manifested by parents towards the welfare of - 
their childre:s. Parents, encourage your children in their 
attendance at School, unless sickness prevents. 

TEXT BOOKS. 

This year the new law affecting text books comes into 
effect. What new books are needed are furnished free to 
the scholar, and are to be paid for by the town. What 
changes will be made, if any, not yet determined 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 


Last March $150 was raised to repair School Houses. 
Nos. 5, 6 and 13 have been newly painted the past year, 
beside some other needed repairs. ‘The School House in No. 
2 should be painted the coming year. 
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SPECIAL REPORTS. 


ScHooL No. 2. The first term was in charge of Miss 
Alice C. Chase of Lynn, Mass., a Normal school graduate. 
Though a beginner, she manifested a tact for imparting 
knowledge, being energetic and fxithful in the discharge of 
her duty. Order and diligence in study commanded her at- 
tention. thus gaining the love and confidence of her pupils. 
‘At the close, we were wel] satisfied with the progress made. 
Number of words spelled. 2009 ; misspelled, 201. 


The same teacher was engaged for the second term; After 
keeping eight weeks, a more advantageous position wes offer- 
ed her, and asked for a release, which-we granted with regret. 
The result of this term was as satisfactory as the first. Num- 
ber of words spelled 6097 ; misspelled. 165. 


A third term was necessary, which was taught by Miss 
Elizabeth A. Orcutt of Boston. Mass., a person of inexperi- 
ence, but being possessed with a liberal education, she per- 
formed her labor well. Number of words spelled, 7026 ; 
mispelled, 268. 

Scroot No. 3. Both terms were taught by Miss Eva E. 
Martin of this town, whose qualifications were somewhat 
limited, but succeeded well. With more advanced qualifica- 
tions she would rank well as a teacher. One prominen% 
feature in the school was penmanship. The books showed a 
manner of neatness and progress. Myrtie B. Perry, a litte 
Miss of five years, and her first term at school, was able to 
write her name on the black board so it could be read across 
the room. First term. Number of words spelled, 3605;

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inispelled. 107. Number of words spelled the second term, 
)228 ; misspelled. 82. 

ScHOOL No. 5. The first, term was under the manage- 
inent of Miss Addie H. Harris, of Swanzey, who had _ pre- 
viously taught this’school with fair results. The closing ex- 
ercises of this term were quite sati-factorv. Number of 
words spelled during the term, 4810; misspelled, 150. 

The second term was governed by Miss Lucy M. Adams, 
of Littleton, Mass. Miss Adams was a beginner, but was 
very enthusiastic in the discharge of her duties, aiming to 
preserve order and achieve success, which we: acknowledged 
at the close. Number of words spelled the second term, 
4692; misspelled, 305. 

Scu-oL No. 6, Both terms were taught by Miss Fannie 
L. Emerson, of Rochester, Vt., a teacher of experience. 
This is the largest school in town, a d the most difficult to 
govern. With Miss Kmerson’s judicious management the 
school made good progress in both terms. The amount, of 
irregular attendance which occurs in this school, retards the 
progress and brings bad effects upon it. Number of words 
spelled the first term, 2279; misspelled, 212. Number of 
words spelled the second term, 1811; misspelled, 100. 


ScHoot No. 7. Miss Nellie R. Freeman, of this town, 
was engage. for the first term. This is one of the smallest 
schools in town. but under Miss Freeman’s direction a com- 
mendable degree of progress was made. Ina small school 
there is generally but little to inspire enthusiasm, but here, 
we find bright, active pupils who are ready for instruction, 
‘which aids a teacher in making good use of her time. Number 
of words spelled, 3188; misspelled, 52. 

The s'cond term was taught by Miss Lena L. Fisher, of 
this town. This was Miss Fisher’s first experience in teach- 
ing She seemed to take much interest in the work, winning 
the love and confidence of her pupils. The closing exercises 
were satisfactory. Number of words spelled, 4722; mis- 
spelled 8. Edna and Carl Howe, misspelled none. 
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Scuoot No. 9. The first term was taught by Miss M. 
Myrtle Bowen, of this town. Miss Bowen manifested an 
interest in work, maintaining good order, and encouraging 
her pupils in study. .We would have been glad to have re- 
tained her for the second term, but she wished to better 
qualify herself, and we were obliged to engaze imother teach- 
er. Number of words spelled, 8101; misspelled, 13. 

The second term was under the tuition of Miss Elsie E. 
Crouch, of Swanzey, who was well recommended and did 
a good work. Number of words spelled, 21,141; misspelled, 
24, 

ScHoot No. 13. Mrs. Mary KE. Barden had charge of 
this school the first term. As Mrs. Barden’s method of in- 
struction is so well known, we will not comment At the 
close we were much interested in the sinall class in reading 
which showed a marked progress ; all others did exceeding- 
ly well. Nuinber of words spelled, 8261; misspelled, 28. 
Ida L. Martin, Josie L. Martin, Lizzie G. Martin, Stella R. 
Martin, Percy A. Martin and George A. Bowen were perfect 
for the term. 

The second term, Miss Nellie R. Freeman, instructor. 
With an earnest desire for the advancement of her pupils, 
Miss Freeman performed faithfully her duties as a teacher, 
meeting with praiseworthy success. Number of words spell- 
ed, 5034; misspelled, 76.
